(2.) Report on Ecumenical Conference. 


The General Conference of 1888 appointed J. T. Murray, S. A. Fisher, T. 
B. Graham, C. W. Button and James P. Sayer an Executive Committee, 
who shall see that we are suitably represented in the proposed Conference. 
and shall have power to select from the persons nominated by the Annual 
Conferences the number of representatives to which we, as a church, are 
entitled.

Rev. O. V. W. Chandler resigned, and M. L. Jennings was chosen in his 
place; also Bro. J. S. Topham, in the place of Bro, John Allen. 

The Conference was held in the Metropolitan Methodist Episcopal 
Church, Washington, D. C.,’October 7-20, 1891. All of the representatives 
of our church were present, except M. L. Jennings. Revs. T. B. Appleget | 
and T. J. Ogburn, were selected by the Programme Committee, to deliver 
invited addresses, and these addresses appear in the volume containing the 
vaiuable essays and addresses delivered during the session of the Confer- 
ence.

ACCOUNT OF RECEIPTS FOR ECUMENICAL CONFERENCE. 


The portion of the guarantee fund for the Ecumenical Con- » 


ference charged to the Methodist Protestant Church is, $450 00 
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Its predominant principle is embodied in the prayer meeting pledge, its 
avowed purpose being to promote a true and earnest Christian life among 
‘ts members and to train them in Christian work. We believe its rapid 
growth isin keeping with the age in which we live, and clearly indicates its 
adaptability to the needs of the young people, and supplies a long felt want 
‘ithe church. The flexibility of the: “model constitution” adapts it to” 
every evangelical’ church, and to every phase of Christian enterprise, 
according to which it may become intensely denominational, but never 
narrowly sectarian... This makes the society always loyal to the church of 
which it is a part, and at the same time affiliates it with the societies of 
every other denomination. Appended to the report will be found a statistical 
report of young people’s societies in connection with our own church, 
furnished your committee by Rev. J. F. Cowan, editor of our Sunday-school 
publications, from which it will be seen that, as far as they have reported, 
we have a total of 419 young people’s societies, with a membership of 
10,965. Nearly all of these societies have been organized since the last 
Quadrennial Conference of our church, and 355 of them are Societies of — 
Christian Endeavor. 


Your committee therefore very respectfully presents for the consideration 
and action of this General Conference the following recommendations in 
regard to this most important work : 


2. Recognizing the good work already done through the efforts of young 
-people’s societies, we recommend that this General Con‘erence endorse this 
movement and adopt the young people’s societies as one of the general 
agencies of our church in Christian work, and that as such it be recognized 
in the next edition of our Book of Discipline. 


3. Regarding the ‘‘model constitution” of the United Society of Christian 
Endeavor as the most suitable and best adapted as a basis for young 
people’s societies in our church, we therefore recommend its adoption, and

Mr. President and Members of the General Conference here assembled: 
In the performance of a very pleasant duty enjoined, and deeply recognizing 
the honor conferred upon us, we appear before you to present this quad- 
rennial report of the Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society of the Methodist 
Protestant Church, and to bear greetings from the society to this honorable 
body. 

We are still, as from the beginning, trying to carry out our original plan 
of Christianizing heathen women and children in the foreign field. 

In a review of the past four years, we can but note our shortcomings, we 
humbly recognize our failures, and pray for grace and mercy for a closer 
walk with Him whose judgments are right and perfect altogether. 

With gratitude we recall His mercies, and feel that to Him be all the 
glory, whose followers we are. 

We cannot be unmindful of the endorsement given us when, in Con- 
.ference assembled four years ago, you bade us » God speed and encouraged 
us to press forward. 

As to our work, while it has not been all we had hoped for, wet God has 
been with us, and we are not dismayed; as our prospects brighten, our zeal 
increases, and clinging to His promises, we are sure of success. 

We have organized 19 branches, and number at the present time 200° 
auxiliary societies, 45 mission boards and a membership of 2,800. 

Our receipts for the past four years from all sources amount to some- 
_ thing over $200.00. And now, dear brethren, you will remember we are only 
the gleaners, and have not the open field. 

Our official organ, the Wissionary Record, has a circulation of 1 ,400 and | 
no indebtedness. 

We have two schools in Japan, one in Yokohama, the sills at Nagoya, 
employi ing two missionaries, a number of native teachers and Bible readers. 

Our school at Nagoya has struggled against difficulties. We have no 
building, and have not had a suitable room for school purposes, but we 
have on hand about $500 as a nucleus for a building fund, and have faith to 
believe that our labors at this point will not be in vain. © 

Our school at Yokohama is conducted with three departments, namely, 
evangelical, educational and industrial, and compares favoravly with the 
Schools of the other missions in the city. Asa result of the work of our 
Bible reader at this place, several good members have been added to our 
church, and at our Executive Board meeting, recently adjourned, arrange- 
ments were completed by which the school will be fully equipped for good 
and successful work. Our building in Yokohama is in good repair, entirely 
free from debt, with. the insurance paid for one year in advance. And now

Plan for Organizing an Annual Conference in Japan. 


The Board of Foreign Missions is hereby charged with the duty of organ- 
izing a Mission Annual Conference in Japan, which shall be governed by the 
law in the Discipline, except in the following points: 

1. All missionaries sent out by the Board, or by the Woman’s Foreign Mis- 
sionary Society, shall be entitled to membership in the Conference; but 
ge shall not include the wives of the missionaries. | 

If there be more than one missionary laboring at a point where there 
is bet one church, the church shall have power to elect a lay delegate for 
each missionary and minister within its bounds. 3 

3. The Board of Missions shall appoint the President of the TR aan 
until the next General Conference, and determine his duties. He may be 
given larger power than the Discipline recognizes, if the Board consider it 
necessary, provided, that all acts performed under this grant be reported to 
the next General Conference. 

The Annual Conference shall report their proceedings to the Board of 
Missions, and all questions of interpretation shall be finally decided by the 


Board. We recommend that these suggestions, if adopted, be inserted in 
the Discipline, page 88, as Section 9.

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years. Thirty-three of the above number are in attendance at the official 
colleges at the present time. 

The Board is gratified to be able to state that the number of students at 
our several colleges and seminaries preparing for the ministry of our church 
during the four years just closed has been much larger than the number 
receiving aid from the Board. At one time when careful inquiry was made, 
seventy-five were found proposing to enter. the ministry of the Methodist 
Protestant Church. Of this number only forty needed financial assistance 
from the Board. 

The Board is very desirous, whatever action the General Conference may 
deem necessary to take in regard to the qualification of applicants for aid 
from the Board, that they repeat with emphasis the requirements made in 
Article VII of the present constitution of the Board, which is as follows: 

Article VII. The Examining Committee shall be charged with the duty 
of examining candidates for the ministry who wish to apply to the Board 
for aid and of exercising supervisory control over such students as receive | 
aid. They shall meet within twenty days from the rise of the Conference 
and elect a Chairman and Secretary. They shall prepare a form for exam-— 
ining candidates, but shall also satisfy themselves, by any questions outside 
of this, of the fitness of the candidate, and shall not recommend any person 
until he has appeared before them and received the votes of a majority of 
the Committee. They shall send to the Board a list of those recommended — 
in the order of preference and shall keep the Board informed as to the 
standing and progress of all students aided on their recommendation. 

We suggest that Article I, which reads: 

‘‘ Article I. The General Conference shall elect by ballot, at each of its 
quadrennial sessions, a Board of Ministerial Education, consisting of four 
members and a Corresponding Secretary, who shall be a member ex-officio 
of the Board, and all of whom shall be members in good standing in the 
Methodist Protestant Church. The General Conference shall also elect, at 
the same time, an Examining Committee of three ministers and two laymen 
from the vicinity of each of the official colleges of the church,’’ be 
amended by adding the words: ‘‘The ministers to consist of the president _ 
of the Theological Seminary or theological department of the college, the 
president of the college, and the pastor of the college church. The laymen 
to be chosen from the professors in the seminary or college or from those 
who sustain some official relation to the college or seminary.’ | 

And we suggest that Article VIII be amended by ile the words: 
“Except upon special recommendation of-at least two-thirds of the mem- 
bers of the Examining Committee at the college attended by such benefi- 
Clary.”” The article will then read: 

‘Article VIII. No beneficiary shall receive more than one hundred and 
twenty-five dollars in any one year, nor more than a total sum of five hun- 
dred dollars, except upon special recommendation of at least two-thirds 
of the members of the Examining Committee at the college attended by 
such beneficiary.’’ 

And we ask that the General Conference reafhrm with emphasis the 
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filled the office of Corresponding Secretary, and is justly called the « Father 
of Ministerial Education in the Methodist Protestant Church.”’ This « man 
of God’? was a remarkable example of self-forgetfulness, of thorough conse. 
cration to God and to the work to which the church had called him, of 
boundless enthusiasm, unfailing tact and almost unceasing labor. There ; is 
hardly a church in all our connection that he has not visited; hardly a 
Methodist Protestant in all the land who did not know him personally, 
Their names are legion, who, in his death, sustained a personal loss, who 
testify that it was his impassioned appeals to young people to seek that 
triple education of body, mind and soul that first awakened in them the 

mental thirst for knowledge, the desire for college training, and enkindled 
a holy ambition in them to do more in this life than simply live. 

The wise and successful labors of this servant of God make it possible for 
the church to carry on the work he began and sustained so long, but the 
church cannot fill his place. ' 

It is with pleasure and gratitude that we call your attention to the large 
increase of means placed at the disposal of the Board during the past years, 
as compared with the preceeding four years, and also the much larger num- 
ber of students the Board has been able to aid. 

The whole amount of money from all sources coming into the treasury 
during the four years ending May 15, 1892, was $16,420.06. Of this sum, the 
balance on hand when the four years began was $453.32, while for the four 
preceeding years the amount received from all sources was $11,359.95. Of 
this sum, $1,496.71 was on hand at the beginning of the period, showing an 
increase of receipts in the four years just closed of $6,103.50. This indicate® 
to us an increased appreciation of the importance of the interests committed 
to the Board and a proportionate increase of co-operation ¢ on the part of the 
pastors and churches with the Board. | 

The amount of return payments by beneficiaries for the last four years is 
$3,628.35, while in the preceeding four years the amount was $1,476.70. 

We also call your attention to that part of the treasurer’s report which 
_ Shows the condition of the permanent fund. It now amounts to $5,479.35» 
an increase of $6,079.35 over last report. Besides this amount, the note of 
Dr. Fink for $500, given this year, is really a life annuity bearing $30.00 
interest annually, and the mortuary notes of Christopher Link and Mr. 
and Mrs. Bailey, amounting to $1,500.00, have been received since the 
report made to General Conference of 1888. It may also be in place to note 

in this connection, that the effort to raise a memorial fund of $10,000.00 
in memory of Rev. J. B. Walker, has met with a very encouraging response » 
wherever it has been made. The payment of most of the sums pledged to 
this fund has been conditioned upon the securing of at least $10,000.00. Up 
to date we have a little over $8,000.00 pledged to this fund, and we regard 
the success of the movement already assured. The sums paid to beneficiaries 
and the expenses of the Board for the past four years are set forth in detail 
in the treasurer’s statement. 
Ninety-eight beneficiaries have been under the care of the Board during 
portions of this period, an increase of sixty-two over the previous four

The Pittsburgh Book Directory herewith submits its report to the General 
Conference relating to the publishing interests of the church. 

The receipts for the Pittsburgh Publishing House for the four years were 
$160,637,78, being an increase of 20 per cent. over the receipts of previous 
quadrennium., 

The net assets of the publishing house were, on March 1, 1892, $53,282.83, 
against $31,492. 38 four years ago, an increase of 69 percent. Of this increase 
$5,362.09 represents the profits from the business, the balance coming from 
the enhanced value of real estate. _ 

In the conduct of the business of the directory, the one thing kept in view 
has been the circulation of the largest number of denominational and other 
good publications at the least cost to the church. Profit has always been a 
matter of secondary importance, and in considering a business matter “ will 
it do good?’ has ruled, rather than ‘‘ will it pay ?”’ 

The Methodist Recorder, the church paper, had, on March I, 1892, 5,391 
subscribers The receipts from subscriptions for the four years were $29- 
449.31; from advertisements, $19,215.56, an increase of 18 per cent. as com- 
pared with the last quadrennium. 

No expense has been spared to give the church the best paper possible. 

The cost of running the Recorder during the past four years has increased 
about $600.00 per year for composition; $700.00 for salaries, and $400.00 for 
paper and sundry expenses, an aggregate of about $1,700.00 per year. 

During the year ending March I, 1892, 4,931 Methodtst Recorder subscrip- 
tions were paid, the average amount received being $1.46. The majority of 
the subscriptions were at the club rates, eleven copies for $15.00, $1.36 each. 

The operating expenses of the paper were $12,479. 86, or on an average 
$2.62 each for paying subscriptions. Subscribers who pay $1.50 for a year’s 
subscription get what costs $2.62. This is made possible by the receipts

During the quadrennium only one meeting of the Board has been held; 
this was held in Baltimore, May 19, 1892. 


We submit herewith the report of the Directories, showing the business 


of each year. No changes have occured in the membership of the Board 


during the quadrennium. No change has been made in the price of any of 
the publications. 


The Methodist Protestant was enlarged in 1889, to sixteen pages. 

In 1889 it was believed by the Board that a paper of an intermediate char- 
acter between the official organs and Our Morning Guide would be of ser- 
vice to the church. To meet this demand the Board authorized the publica- 
tion of Our Young People, a four page paper weekly, at 60 cents per year 
for single copies; 50 cents per year to schools, ten or more copies to one 
address. 

The purpose of this paper was to reach the young people of the church 
and supply information and entertainment not furnished by the official 
organs and the Sunday-school publications. The support given to this paper 
up to the present time has not been as strong as the Board expected, the 


The publications at present are as follows: 
Methodist Protestant, published in Baltimore; ‘$2 per year; clubs, $1. 50 
Methodist Recorder, published in Pittsburgh; $2 per year; clubs, $1.50 
Our Young People, circulation, 6,084; weekly, 60 cents per year single 

copy; 50 cents per year to schools, ten or more copies to one address. 
Our Morning Guide, circulation, 11,800; weekly; 80 cents per year single 


_ Our Children, circulation, 27,000; weekly, illustrated; a paper for the lit- 
tle ones; 40 cents per year single copy; 15 cents per year to schools. | 
_ Our Teachers’ Journal, circulation, 7,750; 64 pages; quarterly; single 
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chase, and maturing in 1898. We have been desirous of having this indebt- 
edness paid before General Conference, and tendered the $8,000.00 to the 
holders of the mortgage, but they were unwilling to accept payment. We then 
bought a mortgage for $8,000.00 on property worth about $20,000.00, running 
three years at six per cent., and if we are unable to exchange this for the 
mortgage on the property of the directory the money can and should be 
kept invested until the stewed mortgage matures in 1898, when one will meet 
the other. 

The 7ribute of Praise has been used in our church for ten years. The 
aggregate sales to March 1, 1892, have been, music edition, 24,240 copies ; 
word edition, 17,738 copies; total, 44,978 copies. 

The directory owns the stereotype plates from which the two editions are 
printed, but pays a royalty of ten cents per copy on music edition and two 
and a half cents per copy on word edition to the estate of Dr. Eben Tourjee. 

Writings of Rev. Nicholas Snethen. The directory recently purchased — 
the manuscript writings of Rev. Nicholas Snethen, embracing his biography, 
sermons, addresses and other papers. These valuable documents will be held 
for future publication. | 

The Thomas New Fund. This fund, amounting to $1,797.46, is properly 

carried on the books of the directory as a liability, the money being used in 
the business and appearing in the “ cash in bank ’’ in assets. 

In 1885 Rev. Thomas New, of Florida, made a bequest to this directory 
to be used in supplying books and periodicals to individuals and Sunday- 
schools unable to purchase them. A fund of this kind will aid the directory 
in helping to establish new Sunday. schools, thus doing valuable home mis- 
sionary work. It is to be hoped that friends with means may be prompted 


_toadd to this fund We know of no way in which money oe be expended 


better results. 

Ve append to this report the tabulated statements as to the business and 
cout of the directory, as furnished by our publishing agent, carefully 
examined by us and audited by committee.

This explanation is for the benefit of those friends who ask for a 
cheaper paper. 

Over 50,000 specimen copies were sent out during the year. 

The Sunday-school Periodicals. ‘The receipts from this department for 
the four years were $65,849.40, an increase of 55 per cent. over last four 
years. The Quarterly increased 30 per cent., the Journal, 4o per cent. and 
Leaf 30 per cent., Guzde and Children being about the same asat the begin- 
ning of term. 

The Quarterly, Our Children and the fouvns rank in the order named 
in the matter of profit. The Guzde comes out about even, while Our Young 
People falls about $50000 a year behind. This paper has not received the 
support that was anticipated. The help that it is giving to the Christian 

Endeavor movement may justify the expenditure necessary to maintain it. 
The paper is well spoken of, but its chief support comes from the Christian 
Endeavor Societies, the Sunday-schools of the church failing to give the 
patronage that was expected. 

The book room business shows an increase of § seven per cent. over pre- 
vious four years, with a profit of. $306.00, as against a small loss for previous: 
term. 
ae general book business has been in an unsatisfactory condition for 
some years past, and in now making ‘“‘ends meet’’ we have been more for- 
tunate than some of our neighbors and other denominational houses. It is | 
but proper to say that the book business has not received the same attention 
that has been given to other interests which were regarded | as more import- 
ant in every way. 

There has not been as much publishing of books and namnblets as there 

‘hould be. This is more important to the church in every way, as well : i 
more profitable than selling the books of other houses. 

The publishing house property has enhanced considerably in value dur- 
ing the past four years, and would probably sell for $50,000.00 at the present — 
time. It is carried in our list of assets at $40,000.00. The building is an old 
structure, originally the parsonage of the First Church, not adapted for busi- 
ness purposes. Our publishing business needs more room and better facili- 
ties. A modern building of four or five stories, worthy of the location, would 
give us the space and improvements we need, and would also give consider- 
able space which could readily be rented, bringing in good revenue. Such 
an improvement would probably have been made during the past four years, 
but for a resolution adopted by the General Conference of 1884, owing to the 
fact that there is a reservation in the deed on the property, by which the 
First Methodist Protestant Church, of Pittsburgh, retains the right to enforce 
the sale of the property, in conjunction with its own property adjoining, 
provided, it should be advantageous to sell the two pjeces of property con- 
jointly rather than separately. As the First Church has now disposed of its _ 
property by lease for at least twenty-five years, it is hoped and believed that 
this obstruction to building will be removed before long. se 

There is a mortgage for $8,000.00 on book room property given for part 
of purchase money in 1873, payable in twenty-five years from date of pur-

As the members of this Board were widely scattered over the Sant, it was 
decided by your Board to appoint a committee to become an incorporated 
body, to be known as the Crystal Spring Land Company, to act in their stead, 
empowering this body to negotiate for lands and monies and take such steps 
as night be necessary to get the enterprise under way. This body became 
duly incorporated, and in pursuance of the purpose of its creation bought 
and paid for ten thousand dollars worth of lands. | 

The original offer contemplated the purchase of the tract of land on 
which the college site was to be located by our people, after which the Kan- 
sas City people were to donate certain additional lands for the creation of 
an endowment fund for the institution. 
The financial reaction occurring in the summer and fall of 1890, caused 
by failure of crops and other circumstances, stopped the rapid growth of the — 
city, on which the success of the enterprise largely depended. As a result, | 
this corporation deemed it inadvisable to go further at that time on the plan 
then proposed a | 

A few weeks ago the same sation who made the first offer approached us 
with a new and much more favorable offer. They now propose to offer to 
us twenty acres for a site and one hundred or more acres additional, pro- 
ceeds from the sale of which are to go to the creation of an endowment fund, 
said land to be deeded to us in fee simple when a building or buildings, cost- 
ing not less than $25,000, shall be erected. Seventy acres of this amount 
are now reported as being secured, and the remaining fifty or more they ex- 
pect to have ready in a short time. | 
We believe the offer to be one that is full of promise to our church and 
_ one that is entirely within our reach. We present this offer, which has been 
placed in our hands, to the General Conference forits endorsement. If sanc- 
tioned by the General Conference, we shall endeavor to go on and erect the 
buildings required, have the lands deeded, as proposed, for the use of an insti- 
tution of learning, to be managed by the Methodist Protestant Church, and 
as soon as the preliminary work of gaining possession of said lands, and put- 
ting them in shape for the use of the institution, and erecting said building 
or buildings is completed, turn over the same to the management of the 
Board appointed for that purpose by this Conference. 

If the General Conference views with favor the opening thus presented to 
us as a church, we recommend that it approve and endorse our acceptance 
of the offer made by the Kansas City people when the terms they propose 
are fully complied with, and that it also reappoint a Board of Trustees to re- 
ceive and control the institution as soon as the preliminary arrangements 
with regard to the securin g¢ of lands and erection of buildings are effected. 
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this opportunity to give expression to the feelings of gratitude awakened by 
the very evident growth of interest in education and. educational] enter. 
prises. The conviction that we must educate denominationally, if we would 
retain our young people in our church, is becoming more general and 
intense, and we are indeed glad that it is so. he denomination that fails to 
provide for the mental as well as the moral culture of those committed to its 
care can expect only impoverishment in both members and influence, and 
ultimate extinction. We must educate or die. stint 
Your committee finds that there are two institutions of learnin g in the 
possession and under the control or special patronage of the Methodist 
Protestant Church, viz.: Adrian College, located at Adrian, Michigan, and 
Western Maryland College, at Westminster, Maryland. 
Adriau College. ‘To this institution the church at large holds, through 
the General Conference, a very special and intimate relation; and this it 
does because its articles of incorporation commits to the General Confer- 
ence the election of four-fifths of its Board of Trustees, and by this means 
the General Conference can determine the tone and character of its work. 
The work of the institution during the past quadrennium has been 
increasingly satisfactory, and many of its alumni are now filling positions 
of trust in literature, pedagogies, law, medicine and, best of all, in the min- 
istry of the Gospel; and we are glad to be able to say that the outlook for 
the college is full of promise with regard to growth in the various depart- 
ments of its work; and this is especially the case in the department of work | 
so full of interest to us all—that of ministerial education, a work on which 
so much depends of vital importance to us as a denomination. 
_ The executive officer of the college, J. F. McCulloch, in his communica- 
tion to the General Conference, suggests that the number of trustees be 
made less, the number now elective by the General Conference being 
twenty-four. On this matter, as your committee is informed, neither the 
trustees nor their executive committee have expressed any opinion officially. 
Any recommendations, therefore, from this General Conference, especially 
if expressed authoritatively, on this subject seem to your committee rather 
premature It does not appear to us that we ought, as the matter now 
stands, to do more than refer the matter to the trustees for their considera- 
tion at their next session. 
Your. committee recommend a hearty ind rsement of the movement to 
establish a gymnasium and encouragements in the direction of high 
physical culture.

Kansas City University. Your committee has also seabed the fol- 
lowing paper, which for general information we submit in full as part of 
our report. 
Report of the Board of Trustees appointed by the General Conference of 
1888, for the purpose of the establishment cf an institution of learning in 
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gymnasium was the gift of Miss A. R. Yingling, one of our first graduates. 
A telescope, equatorially mounted, was contributed by two of our trustees, 
Messrs. Starr and Grimes. A transit instrument was given by two other 
trustees, Messrs. Topham and Burrough. Dr. Chas. Billingslea contributed 
the money with which a primary school was built as a memorial to his son. 
From Rev. J. T. Ward we received the ninth edition of the Encyclopedia 
Brittanica and Appleton’s Cyclopzedia with the full set of Annuals. Mr. W. 
J. C. Dulany gave us a valuable case of general reference books, and about 
$1700 has been contributed in various ways, which has beei invested as the 
nucleus of an endowment fund. The above aggregate about $15,000 

Sludents. We have nearly doubled the roll reported to the last General 
- Conference, and our present number is 243. The significant fact about this 

is that it is an ingrease without any extra effort. Scarcely any advertising 
has been donefand no agent employed in the last four years. But our 
growth kept pace with our ability to provide the accommodations. Even 
now we could secure more students if we had room for them. Compelled to — 
pay our own way to a large extent, we have to build by slow and labored 
efforts. 

Buildings. We now have a 274 feet front; Ward hall, 60 
feet front and four stories high; Yingling gymnasium, President’s home and 
Levine hall on our campus. It is difficult to estimate the value of college 
buildings, but we regard the valuation of $100,000.00 as moderate for what 
we own at this place. On this property there is a debt of $13.000.00. 

Finances. We have no endowment except the sum mentioned above. It 
has been sometimes stated that we do have an indirect endowment in an 
appropriation from the State. But this is incorrect. The State simply sends 
twenty-six students here and pays ordinary rates for them. The scholarships 
are always filled, and the only profit to the college is in having an assured 
patronage to that extent. What has been done with our income is now seen 
on our campus, ‘True, it has cost the faculty something in reduced salaries 
to accomplish what can now be seen, but we are confident the time is near 
when they too will reap a reward. 

Needs. First of all the college needs to feel that our people are to be 

relied on to use it in the education of their children. We could almost 
promise to do without endowment, if we could be assured that the church 
will not yield to the clamors of competion and send us their childrem at 
reasonable rates. 
- But there are some immediate needs which may be supplied without | 
calling for large gifts. Our library should be replenished, and the sum of 
$200.00 will fill a case which will bear the donor’s name. A gift of $2, 5000.00 
will provide a free scholarship for a.candidate for our ministry, covering 
expenses of both board and tuition. Five thousand dollars will build us a 
chapel, very, much needed and offering grand opportunity to identify some 
name with the salvation of our best boys and.girls. ;
